No one 
gets paid for what they do; in fact 
they usually are paying out their 
funds to help the club. 

Now, I have not heard any of the 
Executive Committee complain 
about this, but it is a fact of the Real 
World. There is no reason for six 
people to do all the work, and 80 sit 
back and enjoy the fruits of their 
labor. That is the point of this "Real 
Life" story. There are many activities 
we can be involved with as an 
Amateur Radio Club: Field Day, 
Swim-a-Thons, Bike-a-Thons, etc, 
etc, etc. This is only possible if the 
members give those few hours per 
year to assist. It is you the member- 
ship which must make the choice; if 
you want your club to do these 
things, give the three or four hours 
of your time "in a year." If you do 
not, C.A.R.A. cannot involve itselfin 
these projects. Your Executive Com- 
mittee spends on average five hours 
per week per person. We are asking 
you to spend 1/52nd of that time or 
5 hours per "year" to help your 
Radio Club.

SWIMATHON TIME! 


Drusilla Hoge, of the Western Con- 
necticut chapter of the American Red 
Cross, has once again invited CARA 
to provide communication services 
for the annual SWIMATHON. 


For those unfamiliar with the event, 
swimmers enter the waters of 
Candlewood Lake early in the morn- 
ing and attempt to swim the length 
of the lake, exiting at the Danbury 
Town Park starting around noon 
until early in the evening. 


Boats with radio operators are sta- 
tioned at check points down the 
length of the lake to report the 
swimmer’s progress to a net con- 
trol station which is located at the 
town park. The radios are used to 
communicate via the 147.12 
repeater. Amateurs who participate 
usually wind up with aT’ shirt and 
lots of sun and wind burn for their 
efforts. We also have lots of fun. 


Volunteer radio operators are 
needed to man the boats and net 
control. The net control operator is 
in charge of the operation and takes 
the initiative of assembling the 
operating staff and assigning 
operating positions before the event. 
The boats are provided by Red Cross 
volunteers.
